The Case of Irxterhandel 



During these last days the Political Department has recelyed 
two letters concerning the Intarhandel case, one written by Ur* 
Hermann Abs, who had been charged two years ago by the German 
Government to negotiate with the Dhlted States on the liberation 
of the German assets sequestered in the latter country; the other 
from the liquidators of I. G. farben. 

In 1955, Abs declared that the General Aniline and Pllm 
Corporation could not and would not be claimed as German property, 
as the shares of this sooiaty sequestered in the IMited States 
belonged to the purely Swiss firm Interhandel in Basel, and were 
therefore Swiss property. In his letter, Kr. Abs states that 
fo!\lovrlxig discussions which took place in Swltzerl&uid between the 
j^dainistratiye Gounoll of Interhandel and the shareholders of the 
opposition, and also in the press, the liquidators of I. G. Parben 
have made enquiries which seem to show that X. G. Parben might 
still have some debts outstanding from Interhandel. S£r, Abs, 
Iiowaver, does not disolalm his previous statemsirts concerning 
the Swiss nature of Intarhandel, but specifies that I, G.' Barben 
, no claims to present , either against the American Goyaxument 
jr against Interhandel as far as the latter *s participation in 
GAP is concerned.
